What we 
want is a dollar thut will pay all debts, 
public and private, and purchase any- 
thing that is for sale and that the 
holder of the dollar wants, right here 
at home. If our dollars were not BO 
eagerly sought for abroad it would in 
crease the demand for what we pro 
dace at home. If Europe did not want 
our dollars, home producers and man- 
factarers would hare no complaint on 
the ground of having to compete with 
pauper labor. Money that will pay 
debts and taxes and buy whatever may 
be for sale at home would afford more 
protection to producers and manufac- 
turers than all the tariff legislation 
ever enacted, yet, strange to say, wool- 
growers and others who want a high 
tariff to protect them from foreign 
competition vote with the party that 
clamors for a dollar that is good in 
Europe. How many mechanics, labcr- 
ers or even business men iu Nevada win 
afford to take periodical pleasure trips 
to Europe that they should be so 
solicitous about tha value of a dollar 
in that country ? Let us have more 
dollars that are good at home and pay 
less attention to what Europe wants,and 
we wjll have better times, less poverty 
and suffering whether Europe wants 
those dollars or not. The United 
States produces all the necessaries and 
many of the luxuries of civilized life 
and it is wholly immaterial to the 
masses of tbe people whether Europe 
considers our dollars good or bad if 
there are plenty of them in circulation 
at horn0.

Whils a great many wool-growers in 


Nevada are led by tbe political bosses 
to believe that it is to their interest to 
vote against the Silver party, very 
many of the gold standard papers in 
New York and New England are op- 
posed to a taritt oa wool, 'the New 
York Post, one of the most rabid organs 
of the gold trust, says on this subject: 


In 1892, which was the year of largest 


imports of woolen manufactures under 
the McKinley tariff, the amount of 
duties collected was $36,360,539 on a 
valuation of imports ot 
$37,557,U,;7. 


This was equivalent to an advalorem of 
of 97.36 per cent. In 1893 the duty col- 
lected was $28,102,648 on a value of im- 
ports of $61,018,579—the equivalent ad- 
valorem being 46 pei cent. This shows 
that with the rate of duty reduced 
more than one-half the revenue was re- 
duced only 23 pei cent. It is an im- 
pudent demand to ask Congress to re- 
impose the high duties on raw wools to 
gain a revenue of six or seven millions 
of dollars, and to increase to an even 
greater degree the duties on wool man 
ufactures for a similar sum. At the 
end of February the deficit in the 
national account was only $900,000 
more than it was at the end of Novem- 
ber. 
The government is, therefore, 


very nearly paying its expenses out of 
current revenue,and theieis no reason- 
able ground for tinkering whh the 
tariff, and least of all in the direction 
of higher duties on raw wools and 
manufactures of wools, where the con- 
sumer loses two dollars ereiy time the 
government gains one. 


With such papers as the Post pro 


claiming the sentiments of the gold 
trust what can wool-gjowers hope from 
the success of the gold party? They 
should join with the Silver men, who 
are ready to sapport a reasonable tariff 
bill in connection with a free 
bill at any time.

FBiNKroRT, Ky., March 11.—The Sen- 


ate has unseawJ James and Walter 
(Republicans) and the House Kaufman. 


A rush was made for the door of the 


House to prevent the entrance of the 
two unseated Senators. Senator James 
was already in the House. Hot words 
followed, and trouble seemed immin- 
ent. A threat was heard to throw the 
first Senator ovor tbe banister who at- 
tempted to enter the House. Black- 
burn men declared that they would put 
James out of the House. Dunlap was 
prevented from entering the hall to 
take his seat. Speaker Blanford recog- 
nized Goveruor V.'orthington as Presi- 
dent of the joint assembly, and Don- 
lap cannot tuke bis seat until the ballot 
is over. An immense crowd surrounded 
the State Houte. 


After the House convened this morn- 


ing, the Clerk read a refusal by Dun- 
lap to prosecute bis contest against 
Kaufman. 
Tbe Democrats claimed, 


the very moment he so decided, that 
the House had no power to unseat 
Kaufman. The Speaker held, in decid- 
ing the question, that it was perfectly 
competent for Dunlap, before the case 
had been prosecuted to tbe end, to 
have abandoned the contest, but that 
he had no such right after the case had 
been tried. A vote was ordered on the 
minority report declaring that Dunlap 
was entitled to the seat held by Kauf- 
man. Poor and Edriagton, Populists, 
voted with the Democrats. 
The Re- 


publicans voted solidly to unseat an4 
the minority report was adopted fay a 
vote of 49 to 46. The announcement 
caused much excitement among the 
Democrats, who had not expected such 
a result. 


On a i oil-call to adopt a majority re 


port, the Democrats left tho House to 
break the quorum, but did not succeed. 
A motion to reconsider the motion to 
extend the session of the House, after 
the joint assembly, waa adopted.
